5. Any and alt compulations of or other matters related to time in connection with 
this Order shall be governed by Federal Rule of Bankruptcy Procedure 9006(a). 

6. Notwithstanding any provision contained in this Order or the possible 

applicability of Bankruptcy Rules 7062, 9014 or otherwise, the terms and conditions of tiiis 

Order shall be immediately effective and enforceable upon its entry, and all of the provisions of 

this Order shall be self-executing.
